Our natural sandy loam soil, aided by our effective soil improvement methods, lends _ itself 
to the development of an exceptional root system. This, in the final analysis, is the major factor 
in determining the success or failure of any planting operation. 


Our illustrations are of typical stock dug from this years beds of both seedlings and transplants. 
The trees shown are selected, to represent as nearly as possible, the trees you will receive 
in any shipment. 


By proper seedbed spacing and soils practices, we are, each year, growing trees of higher quality 
with a root system which increases the chance of survival when the stock is transplanted.

The average size of our Scotch Pine seedlings is larger than in past years. 

Accordingly we have increased the grade size (formerly 3-8 in.) to 3147 to 8 in.; at the same time 
the price has been reduced about $5.00 per 1,000. 

The average tree size is about | inch larger in both grades. 

The smaller size seedling (formerly 1-3 in.) has been increased to 2 to 314 in., up 50% in 
size with a resulting price increase of about |2°/o over last year’s smaller size.
